that whereas he was not without one or tws 
flanding libraries for himſelfe, at length 
hee became a walking library for others. 
T omit to ſpeake of his plentifull know- 
ledge in the Scriptures, of whom 1 may ſay 
(45 Saint Paul of Timothie) that in ſome 
meaſure he knew them of a child: 2.Tim. 
3-15. His 5kill in the Originall learned 
languages, Hebrew, Greeke, and Latine, 
his manifold leftions and colletions of the 
Fathers, his extraordinary knowledge in 
vulgar Languages, wherein there ts ſame 
learning, 
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learning, but much wit; the French, Ita- 
lian,and Spaniſh tongues; his diligent per- 
uſmeg of Hiſtories, oth ancient and mg- 
derne, forraine and domeſticall ; his ad- 
mirable facultie is Preaching , whereby 
(beſides the worth and waight of his mat- 
ger ) in 4milde and gracious manner of de« 
livery hee did fo let himſelfe downe (451 
may ſay) into the minaes and affettions of 
his anditours, as that hee chained their 
eares to his tongue, and hee was ſooner 
weary of ſpeaking then they of hearing.

eAnd here beſides many other natural 
endowments, God had ginen him a flrong 
conſtitution , as appeares in thi, that, 
throueh Gods bleſing and his owne care, 
hee preſerued this tabernacle of his farre 
aboue the ordinary age of men , retaining 
the vigour and ſtrength of his wit, memo- 
rie and diſcourſe, if not intirely , yet ins 
ſome o00d meaſure, euen to the laſt, and 
being but little trouble to himſelfe, and to 
others none at al, | 

Laftly, for the goods of Fortune, (let no 


man 
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man he offended with the word, when wee 
- know all what we meane)he had, if not all, 
Jet the maſt of thoſe things , quz vitam 
faciunt-beatiorem , as Martial peakes. 
Among! the reſt. it pleaſed God to bleſſe 
bins with a" goodl and loning wife ; by 
whom, though he had not x wamerous, yet 
«4 Vertuous i/ue, of which ſome remaine 
#0 praiſe and bleſſe God at this day; eAnd 
for other temporal eſtate, though he had 
not ſo much as many of his ranke and 
qualitie haue, yet had he enough to make 
him vp 4 competent, and ſo withall an hap. 
þy patremony, Contentation. 

But omitting the further enlarging of 
theſe conſederations,T hane a more ſpeciall, 
ſare,and ſubſtantial ground of that com- 
mendation which 1 meane to giue him, 
and he moſt initly deſerued, and that is 
taken from the diſcharging of thoſe due= 
ties, whith he owed to himfelfe his neigh- 
bour, and eſpecially to eAlmightie God. 
end this partition of Offices comes net 
out of the ſchoole of Panztius, but is ta- 
ken out of Sxzut Paul a his Epiſtle to 
Titus. c4þ. 2. verſe. 12, where wee are 
faught toliuc ſobcrly, and rightcoully,

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and godly, in this preſent World; 
where you may ſee thit a Chriſtian mans 
life ſtandeth in the perfarmance of theſe 
three daties,Sobricty, [uſtice and Picty; 
Sobrietie, iz reſpect of hiniſelfe; Juſtice, 
328 reſpett of his brother ;, and Pictic, ir 
reſpect of God : and in the doing of theſe 
three duties, ſtands the Balls and gronnd- 
worke of this worthy Doctors commene 
dation,

In ſpeaking of which, will uot digreſſe 
from the old. diftinition, that, Sobrietic 
is a modcration of our mindes and 
delires , Circa vidkum, veſtitum & hone« 
res, about meate and drinke, apparrell 
and raiment, honours and preferment, 
and in all theſe his Sobrietie and modera- 
tion was eminent and remarkeable.

And here 1 may giue him that commenaa« 
tion which Tacitus gines a great man, 
Nihil in penatibus cius venale aut 
ambitioni peruium, Neither bribery 
nor corruption could creepe into his 
houſe. 77 was not 4 gift in the boſome, 
por the importunitie of a friend,that could 
dinert him from the plaine and direit way, 
tn the adminiſtration of Tuſtice. And I 
werely thinke, hee might rightly wſe that 
Apology of Samuel made for himfelfe, 
Whom haue I wronged, or of whoſe 
hand- haue I receiued any bribe to 
blinde mine eyes therewith, and I will 
reſtore it you. 1 Sam. 12.3, And youT 
preſume may anſwere as they doe, Thou 
haſt done vs no wrong, nor haſt taken 
ought of any mans hand , werſe the 
fourth. Ana thus for his publike Tuſtice. 


2. Asapriuate perſon. 


And here we finde him as well virum 
bo« 
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bonum 4 civem bonum,  wel/a good 
man # his prinate carriage, as a good 
Church-man', er Common wealths 
man ## his publike. He was moſt inſt in the 
ob(eruation of his contracts,neuer offering, 
often ſuffering wrong. It ſeemes he often 
thought of Saint Pauls. precept, If it be 
pofhble, andas much as in you lieth, 
haue peace with all men, and therefore, 
liaing ſo long in the world as he did, and 
ſometimes among ſuch men as he did, and 
hauing to doe with ſuch a number and va- 
riety of men and matters as he had, among 
many vniuſt vexations and as many ueed- 
leſſe prouccations, hee neuer had ſuit with 
any man at the Law, whatſoener iniuries 
were offered unto him. He was a iuſt man 
of his word , like that good man of whom 
Dauid fpeakes , That ſweares to his 
neighbour, and diſappoints him not, 
though it were to his owne hinde- 
rance, P/al. 15 .5. and hemight (ay with 
Dauid, I will walke in mine houſe 
with a perfe& heart , I hate the linnes 
of vnfaithfulnes, there ſhall none ſuch 
cleaue vnto mc. P/al, 101. 4. Andthus 


wee haue taken a view, and but a view of 
that 
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that duty which he performed to his neigh- 
Lour ; and wee haue found him a conſcige 
zzable Churchman , a good Iuſtice, and a 
iuſt man. And this for the ſecond, 


Forthe third, Pietic, 


Hee owed alſo, and that moſt chiefly, a 
duty to God, and that is Patty. This he joy- 
ned unto his inſtice ;, for as one ſaith, pc- 
nes Deum nec pietas line iuſtitia, nec 
iuſtitia fine pietate valet: with God 
neither piety without iuſticc, nor Ju- 
ſtice without picty is worth any thing. 
And this his piety appeares by many argu- 
ments, eſpecially theſe, 

Firſt,be was genuinus Eccleſiz Angli- 
canz fi'ius; a true ſonneof the Church 
of England, 1meane a true Proteſtant ; 
hee was 45 farre from popiſh ſuperſtition, 
as fattions ſingularity, nomore affetted to 
the Conclaue of Rome, then adaitted to 
the Parlour of Amſterdam. Secondly, 
hee teſtified his pietie by his diligent at- 
zendance w/pon Goas ſerutce, wherein hee 
ſhewed himſelfe a linely patterne of de- 
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Thirdly, hee teſtified his piety by his 
wnfeigned loue to Gods Miniſters : he was 
neuer more merry (aud he was alwayes as 
merry 4s an other ) then when hee had 
his brethren of the Clergy about him, he 
was alwayes 104A) imon 3, z6zon 4piyany $0 helpe 
them by word & deed, asthe Poet ſpea- 
keth : his kind and lowing entertainment 
of them at home, his ſweet and affable car- 
r1age unto them abroad, his protetting of 
them from ininries to the uttermoſs of his 

power, his ſpeaking and writing for them 
Upon any inſt occaſzon, are ſufficient argu- 
ments of his unfeigned loue towards them. 
Fourthly and laſtly, his dayly ſetting 4< 
ſide ſome part of the day,for his prinate de- 
uotions and Solilequies with God, and 
that _ doth crowne all the ref , his 
moſt happy and bleſſed departare, his pati- 
oy _ er the rl, gb rt his 97m 
in God, his hope of glory and immortality, 
are all ſufficient teſtimonies of hjs pretie. 
And thus alſo 1 haue taken a ſaruey of his 
performance of that duty which he owed to 
Aimighty God, and I haue found him 4 
right and genuine child of the (hurch , « 
diligent and denout frequenter of Gods fer- 
wice 
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uice,atrue and unfeigned loner of his ſer 


wants the Miniſters, a carefull obſeruer of 


prinate deuotions,and one that lied inthe 
feare of God, and ayed in the faith of Te- 
ſus Chriſt. I might inlarge my ſelfe fur- 
ther, and ſhew you, 

Firſt of all his ſincerity & wprightnes in 
the performance of all theſe dutzes, for as 
z he Poet ſaves 3 * Poxeiy dren, dmc fray Oraets He de- 
fired rather to be, then to ſeeme good. 

Secondly, his fatherly care in the educa- 
$01 of his children. And herein he ſhew- 
ed himelfe to be the ſonne of Abraham,of 
whom God gaue this teſtimonie z, I know 
Abraham, that hee will command his 
ſons and his houſhold after him , that 
they keepe the way of the Lord, to 
doe righteouſneſſe and iudgement. 
Gen. 18. 19. 

Thirdly, that hauing but one ſonne, hee 
dedicated him to the ſeruice of God,where« 
by to his great comfort all his life after hee 
might call him jy Tvx10y 4 oppor, NOT only his 
ſonne, but his fellow Labourer the 
Lords Harueſt. 

Fourthly JT cannot paſſe by his true and 
hearty loue unto Maſicke, and his 5kill

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in it, which ſhewed he was Harmonice 
compolitus , as well able to ſet in tune 
his affeftions,as his voy: e or inſtrument. 
Fiftly, I cannot but ſee and remens. 
ber his courteſie and affability towards all 
men : of whom 1 may ſay, as Cicero doth 
of Caius Lzlius ; quis Caio Lzlioco- 
mior ? Who was more courteons then 
Caius Lzlius? who was more gentle, 
affable and courteous, then this warthy 
Dogtor ? © A 
Sixthly, his liberty aud freedome of 
ſpeech, as ocraſzon ſeraed. And as his ſpeech 
Was ſree/ſe was it Sermo ſale conditus, 
ſeaſoned with ſalt, as the Apoſtle ſpeaks. 
Col.4. 6. 41d 7 may well apply unto hims 
the yordes of Cicero : He was homo af- 
fluens omni lepore & venuſtate z and 
ag4ine, magna in homine iucunditas, 
magnus in tocando lepos, 2 his ordine* 
rie diſcourſe hee abounded in wittie, pled 
fant and facetions paſſages. And if hee lis 
ked the company, (and he liked none but 
ſuch as was worth the liking) he was (as I 
may ſay) the very life of the company ;, for 
xc demum vita vitalis eſt, / /a:zth one) 
when men hazing vnbent their minds 
from 
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from their neceſſary and more ſerious ftg- 
dies; can diſpoſe themſelues (eſpecially at 
meales and other vacant howres ) vnto 
harmele(ſe mirth , and innocent recrea- | 
tion.

Seauenthly, his firmne(ſe and faithful- 
meſſe to his friend. He was, as Maximus | 
faith, firma protefio, &c. a firme and 
ſure refuge to hes friend, a good Monitor, 
Connſeller and Co-operator nts him; in 
proſperity, and in aduerſity a moſt ready 
Co-adiutor, | 

Eightly,his charity and liberality to the 
poore. Ut ſcemes he thought with Phoct- | 
on, that mercy to the poore was 10 more | 
fo be remoned out of a man,then the Altar 
out of the temple. And therefore to doe 
good and diſtribute hee did not forget, 

41 becauſe 
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becauſe he knew that with ſuch ſacrifices 
God was pleaſed, Heb.13.16. 

Ninthly, Hee was 4 ſure friend unto 
poore Schollers,who will bettter know him 
now by wanting him, then formerly they 
aid by enioying him. And hereof we haue 
many witneſſes , and among the reſt my 
felfe, who hane been known and beholding 
to him more then 4.2. yeares. 1 haue recet- 
wed much good counſell and many direttt- 
ons from him,eſþecially in my ſtudies when 


firſt 1 tendred my ſeruce tothe (hurch of 


God. eAt which time I well remember he 
aue me three ralesof Preaching which as 
well 451 could Ihaue hitherto Ins 
obſerued.

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Theſe rules after 1 had many yeares 
praitiſed, and taught them wnto others, 
1 was bold to aske him where hee had 
them: hee anſwered me ( as Iremember ) 
out of Luther, and therefore ever after I 
aid the more highty = them,as well for 
the authors,as for the relators ſake. Theſe 
and the like fauours not onely I, but man 
ether young men did find at his hand, ny 4

So in the place laſt mentioned be- 
forc, God hath appointed a day wherein he 
will iudge the world. So that this iudge- 
ment isa worke of the bleſſed Trinity, 
being opas ad extra (as the ſchoole men 
ſpeake) and ſo common to the whole 
Trinitie. And ſurely if thoſe cenſures 
which bee dayly executed by magji- 
ſtrates, be /udzcia Det, Gods indgements, 
and ſo they are ſtiled by 2oſes, Deur. 
I. 7. no doubt but this Indgement 
wherein the Sonne of God ſhall bee 
Preſident, may rightly bee called his 
Tudgement : iudicabit Deus , God (hall 
zadge, And this for the ſecond.

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For the third, Indicabit Deus ſe- 
creta hominum. God ſhall indge 
the ſecrets of men. 


And here Aquinas ſaith, determinat 
de quibus erit iudicium , hee determines 
the matter or obiett of this indgement, 
when hee ſaith, the ſecrets of men, de 
quibus nunc homines indicare non poſſunt, 
of which now men cannot indge : tor as 
Theophylatt ſaith , homines de manifeſtis 
tantummodo Tudices ſedent, Deus vero 
occulta indicat ; men doe ſit 4s Indges of 
things only that are manifeſt.it is God that 
zudgeth of things which aye ſecret : and 
this part of the deſcription of the laſt 
Iudgementis very pertinent, that men 
may know, ſaith Caluin, witimas it- 
las cogitationes , that thoſe uUttermuſt 
thoughts and cogitations, which are now 
altogether locked vp in the cloſeſt 
Cabinetor corner of their hearts, z#c 
zn lucem prodituras, then they ſhall bee 
brought into thelight; and if we be- 
lecue. Hemmingins, omni creaturarum 
conſpectni,e7c, ſoalhe lazd open to the view 
of all creatures. To which purpoſe 
Brentins alleadgeth the text of Saint 

| | Paul, 
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Paul,which in part I mentioned before, 
Indge nothing before the time, vntill the 
Lord come which will enligten the hidden 
things of darkneſſe, & patefaciet conſilia 
cordzs, and will meke manifeſt the Coun- 
ſels of the heart , 1. Cor. 4.5. So that 
then ſhall bee iudged not onely the 
open and ſhamefull a& of _db/alon 
which abuſed his Fathers Concubines wp> 
on the top of the houſe , in the ſight of all 
Iſrael, 2. Sam. 16. 22, but alſo that ſe- 
cret and diuelliſh plot that 7ovadab and 
Amnon laid for the betraying and defi- 
ling of Thamar, 2. Sam. 13,5. Then 
{hall be indged notonly that open and 
horrible treaſon of Iudas ; quid dabitis 
mihi, & tradam illum vobis ? what will 
you gine mee, and 1 will betray him wato 
y9u? Mat. 26.15. but alſothe hidden 
and ſecretdifiimulation of Anantasand 
Sapphira, that agreed togerher to tempt 
the ſpirit of the Lord, A&.5.9. God ſhall 
iudae the ſecrets of men. And this for 
the third, 


For the fourth, Secunda Etangeit- 
um menm, according to my Goſpert, 


' Heere is ſhewed, ſaith 4quinzs, do- 
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Grina ex qua habetur fides de hoc indicio, 
the dottrine vpon which the faith of this 
indgement is grounded, and that is, ſaith 
ul, according to my Goſpell, forit is 
the Goſpcll, according to which ſen- 
tence ſhall bee giuen at the latter day, 
for ſo ſaith Chriſt himſelfe in plaine 
words, verbum quod loquntus ſum indi- 
cabit eum in die noutiſſimo, the word that 
1 hawe (poker ſhall cudge him at the latter 
day. loh,12.48. And Paul ſaith heere, 
according to my Goſpell, ne mtelligeres ex 
proprys eum prophetaſſe de futuro iudicis, 
leſt any man Neal thinke that hee ſpake 
of his owze, or out of any private moti- 
on or ſpirit,vhen he prophecyed of indge- 
ment to come, ſaith Hemmingins. And 
this Goſpell Saint Paul cals meurm, my 
Goſpell, thatis, & me predicatum, ſaith 
Origen, which is preached by me, & 
quod ego annuncio, whereof 1 am a Meſ- 
ſenzer, faith Terome. Thus hee cals the 
Goſpel, His, (faith Peter Hartyr) not 
onely for his ſingular loue vnto it, /ed 
wia multum in es laborauit, hee did la- 
our much in the Goſpell, yea more ab an- 
dantly then they all, as hee ſaith him- 
ſelte,1.Cor.15.10.>And thus hee wn 
nc

the Goſpell, His Goſpell, ratione miniſte- 
ry quod ipſi commiſſum erat, by reaſon of 
the Miniſtry committed vnto him , as 
both Caluiz and Gualter obſerue, and 
that eſpecially to the Gentiles,for ſo he 
teſtifieth of himſclfe, Galat 2.7. And 
Chriſt cals the Do&rine of the Go- 
ſpell, ſermenem corum, Their word , 
that is, the word of the Apoſtles. 
loh. 17. 20. ſecundum Enangelinm Me- 
wn,according to My Goſpel, And this for 
the fourth. 


For the fifth, Per Teſum ( briſtum, 
By Ieſus (rift. 


Hic poxit ſaith Aquinas,C ui datum ſit 
iudicium, he ſets dovone here the Perſon to 
whom the execation of this ins/gement is 
ginen; the ſence is this, that God 
will execute this iudgement by Ieſus 
Chriſt, ſaith Caluzze, and ſo ſaith the 
Scripture alſo, for hee is appointed of 
God, Index vitorum (yr mortuorum, the 
Inage of the quicke and the dead. Ates 
10.42. And, the Father hath committed 
all iudgement to the Sonae : Tohn 5.22. 
and, we muſt all appeare before the indge- 
ment ſeate of (rift : 2 Cor.5.10. and 

Saint 
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Saint Paul ſaith,God hath appointed a day 
wherein he will iudge the world by that 
man whom hee hath appointed : Aes 
17.31. and that man (no doubt) is Ie- 
fus Chriſt, of whom wee ſay and be. 
leeuc in the Creede, that, he ſhall come 
zo indge the quicke and the dead, And 
here Gualter ſaith, zn ea forma, &+c. 
that Chriſt ſhall come to inlge in that 
forme, in the which he was ſeene vpon 
earth, and diſcharged the worke of a Me- 
diatour, and ſo ſaith Saint _Auenſtine 
alſo, in his nineteenth tratate vpon 
tohn, Forma illa erit index que ſtetit ſub 
Tudice, illa iudicabit que rmaicata eſt, that 
forme ſhall iudge, which ſtood ſometimes 
before the Iudge , that forme ſhall iudge 
which was indged , and ſo ſay the 
Angels that appeare at Chriſts aſcen- 
ſion : This Ieſus that is taken Up from you 
into heauen, ſhall ſo come, as you haue 
ſeene him goe into heauen, Aﬀtes 1.11. 
Tuicabit m aſſumpts homins forma, hee 
ſhall indge in the forme and faſhjon of 4 
an, (o ſaith Chriſt, then ſhall they ſee 
the Sonne of man commin in the cloudes, 
Marke 1 3.26. and Saint 70h ſaith, be- 
hold he commeth in the cloudes, and enery 
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eye ſhall ſee him, Apoc.1.7. and this for 
the fifth. I will now briefely obſerue 
ſome few things out of the ſeuerall 
parts of my Text, and ſo conclude. 
Firſt, we ſee here,that there is a da 
appointed wherein God will iudge the 
World, and this day cannot bee hin- 
dered by the intercefhon of any crea- 
ture whatſoeuer , or interpoſition of 
any bulinceſſe wharſocuer; for God 
hath ginen vs an aſſurance of it, ſaith 
Paul, in that hee raiſed vp Teſus from 
the dead, ſo that wee are as ſure of 
the day of indgement, as wee are that 
Chriſt is riſen from the dead. And 
the Apoſtle ſaith, /atutum eft omni- 
bus ſemel mori, & poſtea indicium, it is 
appointed for all men once to die , and 
then commeth the indgement : Heb.9 27 
So that as certainely as we {ce men die, 
and hereof we hauc dayly and preſent 
experience, ſo certainely ſhall this day 
of indgement come, and cannot poſh= 
bly be preuented or hindered, VVhere- 
fore ( beloued) let prophane mockers, of 
whom Saint Per-y ſpcakes, which ſay, 
where is the promiſe of his comming ? 2. 
Peter 3. for ſance the time of the nam 
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all things continue alike ; let them goe 

on in the ignorance of their mindes, 

and impietic of their hearts, but with- 

all let them know, that the Lord is not 

flacke of that promiſe, as ſome men 

count ſlackeneſſe , but is patient towards 

vs, and would hane noman periſh, but all 

men come torepentance ; letthem know, 

that the day of the Lord will come as 4 

theefe in the night, in the which the hea- 

wens ſhall paſſe away with a noiſe, and the 

elements ſhall melt with heate, and the 

earth with the workes thereof ſhall bee 

burnt vp: Let them know that God 

will recompence 7tarditatem weniend? 

grauitate ſupplicy,the flowneſſe of his com- 
ming with the waight of his puniſhment : 

but as for you, beloued, which hawe 

otherwiſe learned Chriſt, and lone the ap- 

pearing of the Lord Teſus,] ſay vnto you, 
as Saint Peter doth in his 2.Epiſt 3.11. 

(ceing that theſe things muſt be diſſolued, 
what manner of perſons ought you to be in 
holy conuerſation, and hs looking 
for, and haſting unto that day, Thinke 
you, beloued, of that ſaying of Saint 
Hierome, ſive vigilem, ſiue dormiam, (7c. 
whether I wake or ſleeps, or whatſaener I 
ey 
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doe, me thinkes I heare the trumpet al- 
wayes ſounding in mine eares , Surgite 
mortui, & wvenite ad indicum, Ariſe yee 
dead, and come to indgement : And this 
cogitation will ſtrike into your hearts 
a continuall feare of God, a perpetuall 
perſwaſion of his preſence, and this 
meditation will keepe you vigilant,and - 
in continuall expe&ation of the com- 
ming of this day : And ſol conclude 
this note, with the exhortation of 
Chriſt ; Watch ye therefore, for ye know 
ot when the maſter of the houſe will 
comegat Euen,or at midnight ,at the cocke- 
crowing , or in the dawning , teſt if hee 
come ſoaainely he ſhould finde you ſleeping. 
Marke 13.35,36- 

Secondly, wee heare that God ſhall 
be our Tudge, and this makes a diffe- 
rence betweene this iudgement, and 
all worldly iudgements whatſocuer : 
for here Iudges poſſunt aut fall, aut 
fletts;, they may either be deceined, or in- 
duced, and a reward may blinde the eyes 
of the wiſe, and peruert the words of the 
zuſt : Deut.16.1 9. but all things are oper 
to his eyes, with whom wee haue to acale, 
and hce is impartiall, and reſpes no 
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mans perſon ; hee is moſt wiſe, and 
cannor bee deceiued ; hee is moſt iuſt, 
and will not bee corrupted ; onely 
through prayers, and humbling of our 
ſelues, hee may bec intreated : Letvs 
therefore bee reconciled ynto him in 
this World ; let vs make our peace 
with the Indge, the God of Heauen 
and Earth, and then wee ſhall not bee 
affraid of his heauy diſpleaſure, bur 
the light of his countenance ſhall ſhine 
vpon vs, and hee will bee mercifull 
vnto vs. 

Thirdly,ſeeing the ſecrets of al mens 
hearts, ſhall bee made manifeſt at this 
day of Indgement, and that ſhall bee 
the matter of which God will judge, 
when wee heare this, Succurrat nos ad- 
monert, ec. Let vs thinke we are adm» 
ziſhed, (ſaith one) that if wee will ap- 
prooue our ſelues to this our Tudge, 
we muſt labour for ſinceritie, and vp- 
riphtneſſe of heart,there muſt be truth 
in our inward parts, as Daxzd ſpeakes, 
wee muſt ſtudy with the Apoſtle Paul, 
zo haue alwayes a cleare conſcience to- 
wards God, and towards men. AAt.24.16 


Noewergo proderit externa. ſpecies, (ſaith 
Guat 
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Gualter) outward ſhewes will doe vs ng 
osd,-nor dignitic, nor riches, nor a 
ained rightcouſneſle, nor a profefion 

of holineſle; nemo externis fidat, (ſaith 

hee), let no man truſt to externities , but 
lethim /adere pictati + weritati, let him 
follow holineſſe and traeth, it he will ap- 
peare with boldneſſe in that dreadfull 
day of indgement. And let no man 
iudge raſhly of others, and that before 
the time, till the Lord come, which 
will lay open the counſels of the heart, as 

Paul {peaketh, God, and God onely, is 

x#Howaic , hee ſearcheth, and #rieth the 

heart, and the reines, as Daxid ſaith, hee 
onely, and the ſpirit that is within aman, 
knoweth what is in max,as Paul ſpeaketh, 

x, Cor. 2.11. Andas one faith, wiz 

hominibus videntar ſtare, qui Deo iacent, 

ec. Many ſeeme to men to fland, which 
are fallen to God, and miuny ſtand vnto 

God, which ſceme to bee fallen unto men. 

Therefore thou art inexcuſable O man, 

ſaith Saint Paul, 9 ui iudicas ſerumum alt- 

enum , Which iudgeſt another mans ſer . 

want, who [andeth, or falleth to his owne 

maſter. Rom.2.1. ; 
Fourthly, ſccingiudgement ſhall be 
yy _ 
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giuen according to he Goſpel, there- 
fore certiſimur eſt, faith Bullinger, it is 
moſt certaine, for (ſaith he) argument a- 
tur eApoſtolus ab autoritate Euangely, the 
eApoſtle argues fromthe authoritie of the 
_—_ ; leſt any man ſhould deſpiſe this 
| judgement of God, welutz fabulam, as 
4 fable, as thoſe prophane mockers 
doc, of whom I ſpake before out of 
Saint Petey ; && diligenter aduertendum 
eft, ſaith Catuin, we muſt diligently note, 
ortionem eſſe Enangely, that it is a piece 
of the Goſpel, to preach the iudgement of 
God, and eſpecially this iudgement ; 
ſo that wee, that are miniſters of the 
Goſpel, muſt remember, that it is a 
art of our dutic, ſometime, with 70x 
Baptiſt, to lay the axe of Gods iudge- 
ments to the roote of the trees, thatis, 
to the hearts of men. Math. 3. 10. 
Wemuſt ſometimes, with Pa/,preach 
of righteouſneſſe, and temperance, and 
indgeneent to come, though it be before 
Felix,an iniuſt, intemperate, and pro- 
phane man: eAes24. 25. And wee 
muſt with Pezer ſay, that zudgement be- 
ginnes at the houſe of the Lord, and if 
the righteous be ſcarce \faned, where ot 
ine 
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the ungodly and ſinner appeare, x, Peter 
4.18. Againg;here is, faith eretiae, 
Magna commenaatio Enangely, 4 great 
commendation of the Goſpel, and the A» 
poſtles dodtrine, that Almighty God 
will not vſe in this laſt iudgement, any 
other forme then that which is to bee 
found in the Goſpel; ſo that you may 
learne from thence, whatarticles you 
are like to be examined of, and judged 
vponatthat day. If any one of vs here 
wereto anſwer at any court of Iuſtice, 
he would bee glad to haue ſome intel- 
ligence, of ſuch things as hee ſhould 
be examined abour, that ſo hee might 
either amoliri crimen, quit himſelfe of 
the accuſation altogether , or at the 
leaſt extenuate his fault, which he ſhall 
doe the better, if hee be prouided of 
an at{were. So beloued, when wee 
ſhall appeare at this great Court of 
Tuſtice, it were good to know ſuchin- 
ditements, as may bee framed againſt 
vs, and theſe may now bee learned out 
of the Goſpel, and ſpecially (as I take 
it)out of the Goſpel of Saint Matthew, 
and the five and twentieth Chapter, 
whether wee haue fedde Chriſt Teſws ih 
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his hungry members ;' and giuen him- 
drinke,when he was thirſty; lodged him, 
when he was 4 ſtranger: cloathed him, 
when he was naked; and vi/ited him, 
when he was inpriſon. Theſe and ſuch 
like articles ſhall be miniſtred vnto vs, 
at the day of indgement. 2 

Fiftly, and laſtly , wee heare that 
Chriſt ſus ſhall bee the Tudpe, at this 
yniuetſall Afſize,and here,beloued,to 
omit many things, as namely theſe : 

Firſt, that this doeth predicare ma- 
jeſtatem Chriſti, enen praclaime the ma- 
jeſtie of Chriſt, that howſocuer, he was 
ſometimes deſpiſed in the World, yet 
hee ſhall come one day in the cloudes of 
heauen, with power and ereat glory to 
zudge the world, 

Secondly, this doth dem noſtrams in 
enm egregie fulciret dothwery much con- 
firme, and ſtrengthen owr faith in him, 
and ſtirres vs vp to inuocation, accor- 
ding to that in Te denm, we beleene that 
thou ſhalt come to bee our indge, therefore 


we pray thee helpe thyſeruants,ec. That 
ſo wefall not vnder cucry temptation. 


Thirdly, Stadium pietatis accendit, it 
ftirres vs vp to godlineſſe, and to walke 
| accor- 
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according to his Commandements, 
becauſe hce ſhall bee our Tudge at the 
latter day : But omitting theſe things, 
wee haue here matter of terrour a= 
gainſt all wicked perſons; and matter 
of comfort vnto all ſuch as feare God, 
and lone the appearing of our Lord Teſus 
Chriſt, For how ( thinke you) ſhall 
they behold him, which haue pierced 
him. through? How ſhall 74a an- 
{were the betraying of him } How 
ſhall Herode anſwere the deſpiling of 
him? Pilate his condemning of him ? 
The Iewes their refuſing of him ? The 
Souldiers for crucifying of him ? and 
to come neecre to our ſelues, how ſhall 
theyanſwere him, which abuſe his ſa- 
cred wounds, and blood with profane 
ſwearing? hich take the members of 
Chriſt Jeſus, and make them the mem- 
bers of an harlot ? Which by open and 
{ſcandalous {innes, and living in them 
without remorſe of conſcience, doe 
erucifie againe unto themſelues the Lord 
of glory? Ianſwere for them now,that 
if they bee not ſpeechleſle, as the man 
was who came into the wedding withe 


out a wedding garment, Matth. 22.12. 
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"Yet they ſhall bee fo abaſhed at the 


preſence of this Indge, arid ſo amazed 
with their preſent puniſhment, as thar 
they ſhall ſay to the monntaznes, fall on vs, 
and tothe hills couer vs. Luke 23.30. 
As for you (beloned) of whom TI 
amto hope for better things, and ſurh as 
accompany ſaluation , I iay vnto you as 
Chxiſt ſaid vnto his Diſciples, 3wher ye 


fee theſe things come to paſſe, attollite capi- 


ta weſtra, lift up your heads, for your Re- 
1A 5. neere;this [hall be the 
day of your Coronation, and though 
the world ſhall bee on fire round about 
you, yet you ſhall bee as ſafe as the 
three children in the fiery furnace, Dan. 
3.25, and though the reſt of the world 
be ouerwhelmed by more then Egyp- 
tiacall darkeneſſe, yet you ſhall haue 
light like the children of Iſracl in the 
land of Goſhen, Exod. 10. 23. and bee 
aſſurcd of rhe lone and good will of 
your heauenly Father towards you , 
in that hee hath appointed none. 0» 
ther Iudge to fit vpon you, but 7efus 
Chriſt; tor how ſhould not he abſolue 
you in indgement , which hath died 
tor you in mercy. 
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And to this ,purpoſe I will alleadge 

a paſſage out of Zſephus, and ſo con» 
clude. | 
| When Hevred the great had accy- 
ſed his ſonnes [before C2/ar, and that 
they had liberty to anſwer for them- 
ſelues, then one of them named 
eAlexander , turning himſelfe and his 
ſpeech to his tather, began his Ora- 
tion thus ; Pater , quam benevalo ſis 
e174 05 anima,tie. How loningly (0 f4- 
ther) you are affefted towards vs , this 
wery indgement doth declare ; Nam (i ale- 
quid trifte de nobys flatuiſſes , if you had 
reſolued any thitg hard or heavy 494inſt 
Vs, nunquam ad omnium conſeruatorem 
nos adduxiſſes ; You would neuer haue 
brought ws to Ceſar the preſerner of all 
men: you might for your Regall and Pa- 
terzall authority hune puniſhed VSAs gutt- 
ty perſons; but to bring vs to Rome be- 
fore Ceſar , to make him bath teſtem & 
arbitrum,a witneſſe and a Tudge betweene 
ou and vs; ſeruare volentis argumen- 
tumeſt, it is an argument you meane not 
to deſtroy but to ſaue vs, And ſo may 
wee ſay vnto God our heauenly Fa- 
ther, How louingly and parry 
tnou 
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thou O God art afteted toward vs, 
this very iudgement doth ſhew ; for if 
thou haddeſt decreed any hard or hea» 
uy Iudgement againſt vs, thou woul- _ 
deſt never hauc brought vs before 7e- 


ſas Chriſt our Sauiour , thou mighteſt 


both by thy power and Iuſtice' have 
taken vengeance vpon vs; but to bring 
vs before 1e/us Chriſt, to make hima 
witnes and arbiter betweene thee and 
VS, ſeruare volentis argumentum eſt, it 
i ar argument that thou meaneſt not to 
deſtroy vs , butzs ſave vs euerlaſtingly: 
and with this comfortable obſerua- 
tion I will makean end
